' Century Annlrersary of His 

Bishopric at Lexington

The twenty-ilfth anniversary of the 
consecration of the Right Reverend 
Lewis W, Burton to the Epsicopal 
BIshopxIc of the Diocese of Lexing- 
ton and of the organliatlon of the Dio- 
cese waa celebrated Sunday. 

The occasion was observed I nail 
parishes throughout the diocese but 
especially in the churches which are 
located in the city of Lexington. Them 
the Sunday services will lie fdllowed 
by celebrations ami riilpriainnieiits 
extending well into the Heck. 

Among the prominent clergymen 
from out of the diocese who are at 
Lexington are the Right Reverend 
Charles B. Woodcock, Bishop of the 
diocese of Kentucior, and the Right 
Reverend Boyd Vincent, bishoop of the 
diocese of Southern Ohio. 

Bishop Burton, the first bishop of 
the diocese of Lexington, is a native 
of Ohio. Ilo is the sou of Rev. Lewis 
nurton. for forty-seven years pastor 
of Rpiscoiial chunlu's in Clovohnul 
Ilo was an lionor ;;raduale of Konyou 
ColICRe, Gambler, Ohio, where he re 
ceived the bachelor, master and doc- 
tor of divinity degrees. Mr. Burton 
also holds. the doctorate of divinity 
from the Unlveraity of the South at 
Sewanee, Tenn., and the LL. D. from 
St Johns College, Annapolis. 

After serving his deadonate at All 
Saints church. Cleveland, Bishop Bur- 
ton was for seven years assnelated 
with Ills father at All Saints and St. 
Marks churches, Cleveland, l-ater he 
moved to Ricliinoml. Va . w here he 
served for ten years as pastor of the 
historical "old mother church," St 
Johns, where Patrick Henry made his 
speech ot independence. 

BVom St. Johns he came to St An- 
drew's church, Louisville, where he 
remained until his elevation to the 
episcopate. 

Tlie consecration services were held 
on .January 30, IKin;. in Si Andrew's 
church. I.nutsvillc. in llie presence of 
seven of the cpiscupati' anumu wiinm 
were the late RlBht ReveremI T. 1'. 
Dudley, then Bishop of the Diocese of 
Kentucky, and the Right Reverend 
Boyd Vincent, who preached at the 
morning anniversary service held in 
Christ Church Cathedral Sunday. 

Bishop Burton removed to Lexing- 
ton March 12. isn«. The following year 
the e;)iscopal residence on West Sixth 
street was completed and he has made 
his hiinie since as one of Kentucky's 
most prouiinient and esteemed oili- 

lins.

THE KANSAS INDUSTRIAL COURT DECISION. 

There has lieen a great waste of good printer's ink over a ivoeni 
deeision'of the Kansas Court of Industrial Relations. 

The first inl'oriMalioii. wlii,-li wiis ,i ;.'arlil,'il ivporl. bore 111,' mis- 
taken nothin that the Court had decided that Kansas firms, in periods 
of low jiroduction or of shut-down, must carry on the payrools the 
em])loyei s wlio were essential to the enterprise when it was at the 
peak of production. 

The tnith lies betwen the two extremes. The opinion of the 
,.,,nrt ill full is aM.ilaM,'. ami its language is worlh quoting on this 
particular ](oint. The lan.L'iiag"' is as follows: 

"In the rednetion of the hours of operation therefore, the millers 
shonld be very , iirefnl and sidieitous concerning the matter of labor. 
Skilled and faitlirnl employees should be given sneh treatment as will 
enable them during the period of limited prodnetioii In support them- 
selves and tlieir families. . . . We will say that thirty-five of the fifty 
men employed in a mill are skilled, faithfnl In the performance of 
their duties, and .ssential to tli,> openition of the mill iinib-r normal 
conditions. Then it is up to the mill management to provide tlies,' 
thirty-five men with work, and keep fhem and their families going 
until sneh time as lie \ a'.'aiii bei'OMii' I'ssentiaHn the operation of the 
mill and in the proiliietioii ot necessaries. " 

This seems a sufficiently radical and startling doctrine. Ht first 
'.'lanee. Several considerations must be Iwrnc in mind, however. 
First, that the court had in view only a limited number of ind'natries 
which the laws of Kansas have plaeed in the category nf essential in- 
du8tri< s. and which owe a special duty to society, such as coal mining 
and flour inillinp. without whieh the pi'ople ean neither be warmed 
nOr fell. 

In the second place the reference is to the skilled men who are 
themselves essential to tlTe operation of the mine or mill, and witboat 
whom |iro,lii,lion eniiM not b,- lesnme,! 

But most important still it was not a decree of the court to be 
executed by the police power of the state, but the convietion of the 
eourt ennneiafing a social principle, in the nature of good adyicc. and
